Twi WRITES HIS OWN LETTER OF | 
| CONDOLENCE TO HIS PARENTS | 


A copy of a very remarkable letter 
was rectently received by M Mayer 
liermann of Philadelphia. The letter 


was written by a young Jewish sold- 


jer and was found on bis person 
when his body was recovered, It was 
forwarded to this country by Mr. 
Mortimer Wolf, of London, the father

Washington has not yet found 
out what punishment Berlin in- 
flicted upon the submarine com- 
mander who sank the Sussex. 
Likely enough the commander has 
not found out either. 


3erlin says the U-53 has return- 
ed safely to a German port. Hav- 
ing en route fired on the survivors 
of the Rowanmore, and killed a 
half dozen Americans by sinking 
the Marina without warning? 


Perhaps those highly important 
despatches which the U-53 brought 
across for Ambassador Bernstorft 
consisted’ of another string of- 
notes with which to befuddle’ the 
State Department while a new 
piracy campaign is going on, 

{f the Roumanians went into the 
war thinking that the Central Em- 
pires had their hands full else- 
where and that all they had to do 
was occupy Transylvania they 
have been speedily disillusioned 
and have risen to the occasion 
with a spirit worthy of their 
Allies. The fighting in the Car- 
pathians must be as terrific as on 
any of the other fronts, and the 
Roumanians seem to be recovering 
their initial reverses and even 
making headway toward clearing 
their frontier. 


There seems little room to 
doubt that the Marina was sunk 
by a Hun submarine without 
warning, and that a half dozen of 
the American citizens aboard were 
killed. Washington is asking Ber- 
lin to submit anything it may have 
to say to show that the promises to 
conduct its piratical operations 
along less murderous lines have 
not been violated. President Wil- 
son has apparently abandoned all 
hope of inducing the Berlin cor- 
respondent to recognize the rules 
of war, the rights of neutrals, or 
the sentiment of humanity, and 
will be satisfied if he can get the 
pirates to even keep within the 
bounds of their explicit promises; 


The Dominion Department of 
Agriculture announces that Cana- 
dians are developing an abnorieal 
appetite for eggs, and that the 
average per capita consumption in 
Canada this year will be greater 
than ever before. That would be 
more convincing if the Depart- 
ment told'us where it got its in- 
formationn When a statement of 
that kind bumps into the fact that 
forty-five cents per dozen is de- 
manded for eggs whose age and 
condition the merchant cannot 
vouch for, it takes a good deal of 
faith to believe the statement. 
How many families in Edmonton 
are eating eggs now regularly, or 
even fairly frequently? Yet the 
time is not so far past when eggs 
were counted one of the common 
and cheap items on the bill of fare. 
The present prohibitive price of 
eggs may have been brought about 
by a shortage of supply, an in- 
crease of export, or the manipula- 
tion of prices. The explanation 
that people cannot afford to eat 
eggs because they’ are eating so 
many eggs seems a bit addled. 


has’ given out an interview for the 
purpose of proving that Bern- 
hardi was wrong when he said the 
alternative to world power was 
downfall. 


The German commander-in- 
chief has nothing to say about the 
prospect of conquering the world. 
He confines himself to the claim 
that Germany cannot be conquer- 
ed. He admits that Kultur is now 
on the defensive. 


Russian numerical superiority, 
he says, has always been counted 
on, and is not feared; while as for 
the western front, it is so 
thoroughly fortified that the Allies 
could not hammer a wey through 
it in thirty years. Gurmany, he 
declares, is prepared to fight on 
until Europe is in ruins and only 
the United States is left to dispute 
with colored races for the mastery 
of the world. 


The inference sought to be con- 
veyed to the Allies, of course, is 
that they might better make truce 
with Germany now, because they 
cannot hope to win a vietory 
which will enable them to dictate 
terms of peace. This is in strik- 
ing accord with the message of the 
Kaiser to his people last Christ- 
mas, the substance of which was 
that they must fight to defend 
themselves, in sure confidence 
that they could not be: crushed. 
If these statements were intended 
for effect at home as well as 
abroad, they suggest that the 
popular enthusiasm for world con- 
quest is giving place in the minds 
of the German people to apprehen- 
sion that the scheme has failed and 
that the consequences are what 
have now to be reckoned with. 


But there is nothing to be gain- 
ed by doubting the declaration 
that Germany is prepared to fight 
to the end, and that it has the 
resources of men‘and materials to 
make the fight both long and 
bitter. If the enemy is boasting 
it is safer to accept his boust as 
the truth, rather than under-esti 
mate his real strength and hardi- 
hood, The German character has 
never wanted either bravery or 
perseverance, and it is to be sup- 
posed that when.the leaders of the 
nation call upon these virtues in 
the name of home ond fatherland 
the response will be in keeping 
with the history of the race and 
the issue at stake. We may as 
well throw overboard all thoughts 
of early or easy peace. There can 
be no early or easy peace save up- 
on Berlin’s terms; a truce would 
be only a suspension of hostilities 
until Kultur prepared anew. 


Behind the soft words of Von 
Hindenburg loom the ghastly 
facts of what a truce with Kultur 
would mean, It would mean a 
truce with a nation whose plighted 
word is only a scrap of paper; 
whose emperor calls upon his sol 
diers to ‘‘be Huns’’; whose sub- 
marines drown women and chil- 
dren by the ship-load; whose air- 
ships rain death and mutilation 
upon helpless and harmless non- 
combatants; whose hordes ravaged 
Belgium, made Poland desolate, 
turned Serbia-into a wilderness 
and ‘committed in Northern 
France such outrages as the Retl 
Indie»~ could not surpass; whose 
agents murdered Nurse Cavell and 
Captain Fryatt; whose justifica- 
tion for every excess conceivable 
to men or devils is military ex- 
pediency, and whose sole and abid- 
ing purpose is now, as ever, the 
achievement of world-mastery. 


It+is unthinkable that the 
civilized world should, under any 
circumstances, deliver itself to 
destruction by making truce with 
a system which produces such 
evidences of its character and pur 
poses as these. Better that Von 
Hindenburg «were right, and that 
the war went on till there were 
none left to fight. Better that 
the whole manhood of the Allied 
Powers should give its life to save 
the world than that the world 
should be made what Belgium is. 
But so far as Canada is concerned, 
this national resolution to fight on 
to victory can not be made effec- 
tive unless it is a reflection of the 
personal resolution of the indivi- 
dual. We have voluntary service 
in Canada, Compulsory service 
could not be enforced unless the 
great majority wanted it. The 
decision, therefore, rests with the 


individual. So far as we are 
concerned, Von Hindenburg’s 
challenge is personal. Is the 


Canadian who is physically fit and 
who has no dependents to take 
care of going to make truce with 
Kultur, or ishe going to fight? 
That is the question,
